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"Explanation of various molding methods" 

( *6 ) Injection, molding 




Injection molding is a method comprising heat -melting 
a material for molding, injecting and filling the melted 
material into a cavity which has been previously assembled 
and closed, and solidifying or curing the material to obtain 
a molded product. Injection molding is suitably used for 
mass production of a molded product having complicated shape 
and is one of popular molding method as well as extrusion 
molding. 
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The materials for injection molding are polyethylene 
(PE), polypropylene (PP), polystyrene (PS) or the like. 

( *7 ) Thermo forming molding 




The most widely used method in thermof orming comprises 
heating and softening a material thermoplastic resin sheet, 
vacuuming the space between the sheet and mold to contact 
the softened sheet with the mold and pressing and cooling 
the sheet to form a product. The materials for 
thermof orming are polypropylene (PP), polystyrene (PS) or 
the like. 
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
